Herbert  A.  Philbrick.  who  for 
nine  years  worked  with  the  Com- 
munists while  counter  spying  on 
them  for  the  FBI.  will  be  the 
Brigham  Young  University  for- 
um assembly  speaker  Monday 
morning. 

IT  WAS  Philbrick’s  testimony 
at  the  trial  of  the  11  top  U.  S. 
Communists  before  Judge  Harold 
Medina  in  1949  that  cracked  the 
Communist  defense  and  helped 
convict  the  11  of  conspiring  to 
overthrow  the  U.  S.  government. 

Philbrick  beat  the  Communists 
at  their  own  game  before  being 
caught  in  the  great  conspiracy. 

IN  1940  HE  discovered  that 
they  had  very  quietly  taken  over 
the  reins  of  a suburban  youth 
group  he  headed  outside  of  Bos- 
ton. Mass.  Instead  of  resigning, 
he  went  to  the  FBI  for  advice. 
They  suggested  he  stay  in  and 
learn  what  the  Communists 
were  going  to  do. 

After  deciding  to  stay.  Phi> 
brick  let  himself  be  "argued 
over"  to  the  Communist  way  of 
thinking,  joined  the  Young  Com- 
munist League  in  1942  and  two 
years  later  he  was  invited  to  join 
the  party. 

AFTER  TAKING  this  step. 
Philbrick  gradually  rose  in  the 
Party  ranks  until  he  was  made  a 
member  of  the  Pro-4  group, 
which  masterminded  Communist 
strategy  in  the  area.  The  exis- 
tence of  this  powerful  body  was 
unknown  even  to  rank  and  file 
party  members  until  the  time 
Philbrick  revealed  it  at  the  trial. 

Philbrick  is  on  the  staff  of  the 
New  York  Herald  Tribune,  and 
his  syndicated  column.  “The 
Red  Underground.”  reaches  mil- 
lions of  Americans.  He  has  writ- 
ten two  books.  "I  Led  Three 
Lives.”  the  story  of  his  years  as 
a citizen.  “Communist  and 
Counterspy”  and  "The  Queer 
Fish.” 

THE  TELEVISION  series  based 
on  "I  Led  Three  Lives"  has  re- 
ceived a George  Washington 
Honor  Medal  from  Freedoms 
Foundations.  Inc.,  and  has  re- 
ceived 47  other  awards  from 
churches,  veterans,  civic  and  gov- 
ernmental bodies. 

An  autograph  party  will  be 
held  at  the  Clark  Student  Serv- 
ice Center  immediately  follow- 
ing the  assembly.

Paddles  Return 

Let’s  bring  paddling  back. 

Rather,  since  it  has  never  left,  let’s  bring  it  out  into 
::  the  open  again.  It  is  apparent  that  the  high  powered  plans 
by  which  social  units  proposed  to  do  away  with  degrad- 
■ ing,  humiliating  type  initiation  have  come  to  naught,  in 
many  cases. 

The  social  units,  before  the  rush  period  started,  de- 
clared through  inter-organizational  council  that  they 
themselves  had  decided  to  change  up  the  rush  program, 
and  cut  out  paddling,  etc. 

In  an  editorial  - sometime  back,  we  commended  this 
action^  Actually  the  administration  had  previously  made 
it>  pretty  clear  that  thfe  units  had  better  take  action  or  it 
! would  be  taken  for  them. 

;!  It  is  a case  of  the  legislators  making  laws  and  the 

! people  ignoring  them.  Which  would  indicate  that  the.  law 
1 ought  to  be  rescinded  and  make  everything  legal  again. 
That  hazing  is  right  or  wrong  isn’t  the  specific  issue  at 
this  time.  The  point  is  some  units  pledged  themselves  to 
support  the  new  no-paddling,  no  humiliating  initiation 
procedures,  then  turned  around  and  violated  them  flag- 
rantly. 

A number  of  units,  perhaps  a majority,  have  apparent- 
ly kept  at  least  the  spirit  of  the  new  law  in  their  rush  pro- 
cedures. But  the  many  accounts  of  humiliation  and  the 
number  of  bruised  derrieres  that  have  come  to  our  at- 
tention indicate  that  hazing  is  far  too  prevalent  to  be 
passed  off  as  “isolated”  incidents. 

We  don’t  know  anyone  who  has  ever  been  crippled  by 
paddling.  Humiliation  sometimes  brings  a group  of  pledges 
together  as  nothing  else  will.  Social*  units  must  feel  that 
paddling  and  humiliation  of  pledges  makes  them  better 
unit  members  later.  If  they  didn’t  feel  this  way,  they  ob- 
viously wouldn’t  carry  on  the  practice.  The  U.  S.  armed 
forces  use  similar  tactics  to  harden  their  recruits  and 
make  them  into  tight,  well  disciplined  units. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  people,  including  the  ad- 
ministration, apparently,  are  definitely  against  hazing  of 
any  type.  Thus,  there  is  a conflict. 

But  where  there  should  be  no  conflict  is  in  the  obli- 
gation which  the  units  have — if  they  value  honor  at  all — 
to  uphold  the  procedure  to  which  they  themselves  agreed.

The  “Belle  of  the 
Y”  week  activities  certainly  are  symphonic  in  our  esti- 
mation.

After  contacting  historical  so- 
cieties in  Utah,  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  suggested  the 
bell,  which  seemed  to  fill  the  re- 
quirements for  a historical  relic 
from  the  West. 

THE  BELL  is  from  an  old 
train,  now  out  of  commission. 
Besides  being  chrome  plated,  it 
has  been  affixed  in  a mahogany 
base  with  an  inscription  stating 
in  part,  "a  symbol  of  Brigham 
Young  University-University  ©f 
Utah  basketball  supremacy.” 

The  trophy,  with  its  base,  will 
weigh  a little  over  100  pounds.

by  any  illegal  or  unconstitu- 
tional methods  . . .” 

This  is  an  important  issue  be- 
cause it  is  the  first  time  the 
word  “believe”  has  been  con- 
tained within  any  loyalty  oath 
of  the  U.  S.  and  this  can  there- 
fore be  used  as  a precedent  in 
further  legislation.  I oppose  this 
affidavit  for  the  following  rea- 
sons: - 

1.  I FEEL  THE  government 
has  no  right  to  punish  because 
of  a person’s  belief- — the  pun- 
ishment in  this’  case  being  the 
deifial  of  funds  for  education. 
This  clearly  allows  the  govern- 
ment to  legislate  in  the  area  of 
thought  as  well  as  denying  one 
of-  our  basic  freedoms — the 
freedom  to  believe  as  we  choose 
without  subsequent  punishment. 
Since  this  is  the  first  instance 
of  this  type  of  legislation  I feel 
it  is  doubly  important  that  we 
oppose  it. 

2.  Even  the  most  avid  pro- 
ponents of  the  disclaimer  affi- 
davit admit  that  it  will  not  pre- 
vent any  Communists  from  be- 
ing educated  on  U.  S.  funds.  But, 
they  state,  they  can  later  be 
tried  for  perjury. 

IF  THIS  THEN  is  the  reason 
we  favor  this  affidavit  and  we 
do  not  feel  it  substantially  in- 
fringes upon  anyone’s  rights, 
then  (1)  to  be  consistent  we 
should  be  in  favor  of  having 
anyone  receiving  any  kind  of 
federal  aid,  e.g.,  farmers,  vet- 
erans, etc.  sign  the  same  kind  of 
affidavit;  and  (2)  we  should  not 
be  opposed  to  excluding  the 
phrase  “believe  in”  because  cer- 
tainly no  one  will  ever  be  con- 
victed of  perjury  on  the  basis 
of  his  beliefs  in  something  as 
this  would  be  impossible  to 
prove. 

3.  It  seems  to  be  one  of  those 
rare  instances  in  our  country 
where  we  are  “guilty  until  we 
prove  ourselves  innocent”  which 
we  can  do  by  signing  this  af- 
fidavit. 


I state 
the  above  merely  to  show  that 
opposition  to  this  affidavit  does 
not  automatically  classify  one 
as  an  undesirable  or  unloyal 
U.  S.  citizen.

Cougar  Politics  ROTC  Aims  High  in  Rifle  Competitk

First  a bill  to  provide  more  opportunity  for  students  to 
express  opinions  on  issues  will  be  introduced  in  Monday’s 
ASBYU  Senate  session.  Legislation  is  sponsored  by  Phil  Kunz, 
leader  of  the  Associated  Men’s  Students  and  will  be  submitted 
by  freshman  President  Doug  Rhoton. 

As  proposed  by  Kunz,  the  bill  requires  the  agenda  for 
each  Senate  meeting  to  be  posted  on  the  main  bulletin  board, 
north  of  the  Eyring  Science  Center,  at  least  three  days  prior 
to  each  session.  New  business  not  on  the  agenda  cannot  be  dis- 
cussed, unless  two-thirds  of  the  senators  agree  to  discussion. 

This  concept  is  no  innovation  in  Senate  procedures.  Last 
year  Rex  Lee,  Senate  president,  had  a policy  of  not  allowing 
major  legislation  to  be  introduced  and  passed  the  same  even- 
ing. In  the  Kunz  bill,  the  “two-thirds”  clause  clears  the  way 
for  unannounced  procedural  and  “business”  matters  to  be 
taken  care  of  without  delay. 

Informed  sources  say  that  Kunz  is  securing  signatures  on 
a referendum  petition,  just  in  case  the  Senate  fails  to  adopt  his 
measure.
